Sir: 

On July 25, 2005, the Examiner issued an Election of Species Requirement stating that 
claims 31-64 are directed to patentability distinct species. Specifically, Species I corresponds to 
Figure 5A, Species II corresponds to Figures 5B-5D, and Species III corresponds to Figure 4. 
The Examiner further indicated that no claim currendy pending in the application is generic. 

In response to the Election of Species Requirement, Applicants provisionally elect 
Species II for further prosecution on the merits. Species II is covered by claims 31, 33, 35-56, 
and 61-64. This election is made with traverse on grounds that the Requirement has been made 
midway through examination on the application and therefore would be unduly burdensome on 
Applicants. See MPEP §800 et seq. 

It is further submitted that the subject matter of each of the designated species is 
sufficiendy related that a thorough search for the subject matter of any one species would

necessarily encompass a search for the subject matter of the remaining species. Thus, it is 
respectfully submitted that the search and examination of the entire application could be made 
without serious burden. See MPEP §803 in which it states that "if the search and examination of 
an entire application can be made without serious burden, the Examiner must examine it on the 
merits, even though it includes claims to distinct or independent inventions." 

Applicants respectfully submit that this application is in condition for allowance. 
Favorable consideration and prompt allowance of the application is respectfully requested.
